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Make not Lies upon thy /e/f as many 
do,bosſting wain-gloriouſly of themſelves, 
praiſing their knowleage , and bragging of 
what great a&s they have done, as if 
they only were wiſe, when alas it is 
well known they are otherwiſe ; ſuch 
men may fitly be compared to the Bell 
in the Clock-houſe at Weſftminiter, which 
had this Inſcription about it, 


Kzjng Edward made me, 
Thirty thouſand and three, 


T ake me down and weigh me, 


And more ſhall ye find me. 


But when this Bel/ was taken down and 


weighed , this and two more, were - 


found not to weigh twenty thouſand : 
Such vain-glory as this being like a Wiz- 
dow Cuſhion ſpecious without , but ſtuft 
with Hay within, or ſome ſuch Traſh ; 
wherefore when a Souldier bragged of 
a Wound in his Forehead , Anuguitus ask- 
ed him, whether he did not get it, when 
he lookt back as he fled. 

XXVLI Go not wauntizely and proudly 
as ſome, who go as if they were the 
grly men of their Country, and TO 

an 
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and look very high and lofty, when they . 
have ſcarce any home to go to, or any 
thing to maintain their Highneſs and 
Loftinef ; Imitating Spaniards, who are 
highly conceited of themſelves, great 
Brageers, and extreamly proud even in the 
lowezf Ebb of Fortune, which appear- 
eth by the Tale of the poor Cobler on his 
Death-bed ; who commanded his eldeſt 
Son, coming to him for tus laſt Ble/zzg, 
to endeavour to retain the Hozour wor- 
thy ſo Noble a Family ; allo a Woman of 
that Country, attended on by three of 


. her Brats, went a begging from door to 


door, fome French Merchants travelling 
that way, and pitying her Caſe, offered 
her to take into their Service the big- 
ger of her Boys ; but ſhe, = though 
poor, {corning ( as ſhe ſaid ) that any of 
her Lineage ſhould endure an Apprentice-

his own Father living, and at that time 
but one of the inferiour Judges of the 
Kzneg”s Bench (thatthen was) never went

mult thou ſtile a Lord, Right Worſhipfal, 
but Right Honourable ; or a Kyjng or 
Prince, Right Honourable; but in Diſcourſe 
thou ſhalt ſay to a Kg, And it pleaſe your 
Majeſty ; to a Prince, And it like your Fiigh- 
| :to a Lord, Apd it like your Honour ; to 
a Kyight or an Eſquire, 1d it like your 
Worſhip; toan Archb:/b:p, Aud it like yoar 
Grace ; to a Biſhop, A::4 it pleaſe your Lord- 
ſhip ; and the one thou mult /#i/e, the Moff 
Reverend, the other, the Right Reverend 
Father in God: give therefore to every 
one his due Title, which doth properly 
belong to him : for as we muſt not c/zp 
Money, nor embaſe it ; 10 neither muſt we 
detract any thing from the Honour of 
any Perſoz whatſoever. Neither muſt 
we give to Tradeſmen 2nd Mechanicks, 
or other Perſons of /ow Degree, ſuch 
Titles as are too big for them to' bear ; 
for that were to take a Gyar!'s Cloaths, 

and 
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and put on upon the Back of a Pigmie. 

( My Son) not to uſe Ceremonies, or 

Compliments at all, is to teach others not 

to uſe them again ; and ſo diminiſheth 

Reſpe&t unto thy ſelf; eſpecially they 

mult not be omitted to Strangers, and 

formal Natures : but the laboring too 

much to expreſ{ them, doth loſe their 

Grace ; for that muſt be zatural and un- 

affected, and the dweling upon them, 

and exa/tizz them above the Moor, 1s 

not only 724795, but will diminiſh thy 

Faith and Credit : for (as one ſays) Mer 

had need to beware how they be too per- 

fed in Compliments ; for be they never ſo 
 ſaficient otherwiſe, their Exnviers will be 
ſure to give them that Attribute, to the 
Diſadvantage of their greater Vertues ; yet 

certainly, there is a kind of conveying 

of effectual and imprinting Paſſages a- 

mongſt Compliments, which is of fin- 

gular uſe, if a Man can hit upon it.

to ſpeak oze.Tt was a foul Character which 
one gave of the Neopolitans, who were 
wont ro promiſe much , but to perform 
little, viz, that they had wiſe moths, but 
arrow hands; Promiſes are Devts , and 
Debts are Sins, if we never pay them. 
XXXVIIL Interrupt no one whulſt 
he is ralkizag, either by mating of a 


- noiſe, or" by ſpeaking out oi thy rurn, 


ncither ſhalt thou cauſe his talk to be 
forſaken , or neglected, or lighted by 
the Hearers, either by ſhewizg ſome mew 
thing , or by cal/'ng afide the attention 
of thoſe that are preſcnt any other way ; 
but be azrteztive when others talk , leſt:

gape. 

RXXIX. There are ſome, who 
though they kzow leaf, yet they zalk 
mot; as the weakes# Wheel in the Cart 
ſereeks loudeſt, and the emptieft Hogs- 
head gives the greateſt ſound. Wile men 
refrain from roo much als, tearing leſt 
in talking much, they ſhduld err muct : 
Nature hath given us two Ears, two Eyes, 
and but oze 7 ozge, tothe end we ſhould 
ſee and hear more than we ſpeak : the 
Tongue 1s but a ſmall Member , yet ma- 
ny tunes doth ore hurt than the whole 
Body beſides; and many a man doth 
with Itts 7 ozgue cut his own Throat. Ule 
therefore thine Ears and Eyes more than 
thy Toxeze ; thoſe. that are too full of 
words, render themſelves odious ; for it 
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carries in it a certain kind of Pride in 
them, viz. that they eſteem themſelves 
more excellent , wiſer men, and better 
learned than thoſe that hear. | 

XL. In talking it 1s better t& further 
another man's defire, than to hinder it ; 
wherefore if another be about to tell any 
thing, thou ſhalt not ſay , I know that 
already, and ſo by that means break oft 
his Diſcourſe; for though :hos doſt know 
It, yet perhaps the ref# that are then 
preſent do not : neither {halt thou, if 
thou think any thing that is reported by 
another, ro be a Lye, in any wile #pbraid 
him with it , either in wor# or geſtare, 
either by ſhaking thy head, or wreſtivg

XLIII. Follow not the Example of 
thoſe, who when all are ready to ſit 
down at Table, the Meat being brought 
in, will ſeem to have forgotten to wr:te 
ſomething , and therefore call for a Pe 
and Izk; or run out to make water, de- 
firing the Company to ſtay for him but 
a Piſſing while : which muſt needs give 
no ſmall trouble or diſtaſte to thoſe who 
are ſharp and hungry. ! 

XLIV. Avoid all kind of Ye that 


may aeform thee, and fince' thou art 


beautiful, do ſuch things as become thy 
Beauty : let the Beauty of thy Mind,

voiding Vice , et forth that of thy whole 
Body, which conſiſts in Favour, Colour, 
Wi in decent Geſtures and Motions ; Beau- 

when it 1s not joyned with Yertae, is 
like the Feathers of a Phenix, placed on 
the Carcaſs of a Crow ; and he or ſhe 
who is fair without and foul within,may 
no more juſtly be thought or called 
Beautifal,than a ſtinking Danghil, becauſe 
it is covered with Szow. 

XLV. When thou art to go to any 
place, run not, nor make too much 
haſte, for that is not the part of a Gez- 
tlemaz , but of a Footman, It is obſer- 
ved of the Lyoz, which is the zobleſt 
Beaſt in the Foreſt or Deſart , that he is 
never {cen to 74z : as thou mayſt know 
much of a mans diſpoſition by his Cou;- 
tenance or Meex, 1o alſo by his Gate ; 
for thou mayft many times diſcover a 
zotty Pate by the Legs that bear it. To 
walk with thy Noſe erected , and thine 
Arms always 4 Xembow, like the Ears of 
a Pottage-pot , will induce ſuch as either 
meet or follow thee, to cenſure thee 
for a proud Coxcomb. Tf thou tread 
mincngly with thick and ſhort fteps, ws if 
thQU 


. 
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thou wert walking upon Eges, they will 
be apt to believe that thou art a finzca/ 
ſelf-conceited Fool. Let nor thine Arms, 
as theirs do that are ſow:ug Corn, when 
thou goeſt, ſeem to walk as faft as thy 
Legs, for this will make them account 
thee for a Country-Clown ; nor in thy 
gong creep. like a Snail , or jump like a 
Graf oper, or lift up thy feet too high 
like a b/;nd Mill-horſe , neither rake wide 
ſteps as if thou wert meaſuring of Land; 
or Faq » leſt thou make the Laazes 
{uſpe& that thou art ſhot between wind 
and water : in fine, Jet thy manner of 
walking be grave , modeſt, and no way 
affetted : for this 1s very decent and 
comely. My Son, theſe Animadverſions 
which I have before mentioned , may 
ſeem to thee miaute and irifling matters, 
yet Taſſure thee in our familiar Converſe 
with men, like the filings of Gold, they 
have their weight and price as well as 
things of a greater Maſs or Bulk ; but $0 
proceed in my advice. 

XLVI. 'The next thing is, I would. 
not have thee force another Man to 
drink more than he well caz; for this 
is ſo far from uſing him with Cvzlery,

X[C,VII. When any Viſtants of Qua- 
{ity come to watt upon thee, withdraw 
not thy ſelf from their Society, but with 
the greateſt Civilities entertain them, and 
let them have all the Freedom, and the 
beſt Accommodations thy Houſe will af: 
tord ; yet when the Bottles, like Hand- 
Granacss, fly about, reſerve to thy ſelf 
thine own Liberty : ſ> {halt thou the lon- 
ger enjoy thy Eſtate, becauſe thy Tem-

but before they ſet forth they conſider- 
Fed ( that if they loft one another ) how 
they might meet again : Fire ſaid, Where 
you ſee Smoak, there you ſhall fina me; 
Water ſaid, Where you ſee Flags grow- 
;ng in Mooriſh Grounds, there you ſhall - 
find me ; bat Reputation ſaid, Take heed 
how you loſe me ; for if you do, you will 
run a great Hazard, never to meet with 
me again. 

XLIX. To the end therefore that 
thou mayeſt keep thy good Name, aban- 
don the Society of thoſe, which are 
noted for evil Living, and lewd Behavi- 
our ; for by holding Familiarity with 
ſuch Men, thou wilt incur #wo Evzls ; for 
either thou ſhalt be thought ſuch 4 oze

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be ſo; for it is commonly ſeen, That a 
Man contradts a Tintture upon himſelf,

Apain, ſome of them intend miſchief, 
they flatter thee, that they may crircoum- 
_ vent thee, and the more eaſily effef# their 
malicious projetts; they are like the

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Bees ſting, which pricketh deepeſt when it 
is fulleſt of Honey, Mark how the But- 
cher claweth the Ox , when he means to 
knock him on the head; how the Baſels5t 
poyſons thoſe on. whom he ſeems to caſt 
an eye of regard ; how the Crocoazle 1n- 
tends to deftroy thoſe over whom ſhe 
weeps and counterfeits compaſſion ; and 
how the Syrezs fizz when they intend 
the Mariners ſhipwrack : and by theſe 
Inſtances , guard thy felf from all ſuch 
as claw and flatter others ; their words 
being as ſoft as oy! , but are izdeed very 
Swords, Theſe are thoſe miry Dogs 
that make a man dirty by their fawning 
upon him. This foul Hipoerifi , Court 
Holy Water, diſhozeſt Civility, and baſe 
Merchandiſe of Ty ws and Commendati- 

0n5,1s nothing elſe but g:/ded Treaſon, 
carrying thee vp, as the Devz/ did our

| be as cold as Ice, A wilefy/aer will 
try the Proof of his Armoutgietore he 
herefore 
BY fo fore 


whom they may opez themſelves, tell 
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(before thou take a Friend into thy hos. 
ſom) how he hath dealt by others with 
whom he hath contratted Friendſhip ; for 
look how he hath ſerved them, ſo will 
he likewiſe deal with thee: and try 
him before thou haſt xzeed of him, ſo 
ſhalt thou find what his Readineſs will 
be, to ſerve thee when WVeceſ/zty requires 
his Help. When thou haſt gotten a 7rue 
Friend, be ſure to keep him, be faithful 
to him, and contented with him; it is 
not a Paradox to ſay, He that hath many 
Friends hath none : for true Friends are 
like Tartles, which go by Pazrs ; not like 

Starlings, which fly in Flocks, — 
LXVII. Keep thy Secrers, if they be 
of any great momext, to thy ſelf; but be 
{ure, if thou impart them, let it be to 
none but thy faithful Fried; remem- 
ber, that whatever three Perſons know, 
it commonly then ceaſeth to be any lon- 
ger a Secret, Imitate the Reſervation of 
that wiſe Roman, who profeſſed, That 
if ke thought his Shire did know his Se- 
crets, he would barn it. He that tells 
his Errazdto every one he meets, 1s a 
babbling Fol; and he that diſcovers 
unto others his Iztentions before-hand, 
; COULrtS 
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courts his own d//appointment : And as I 
would not have thee to ai/cover thine 
own ſecrets, ſo neither would I have 
thee to be curious and inquiſitive into the 
ſecrets of others ; left rhou be put off 
with a ſar, as the Country-man in Plu- 
tarch , put him off , who inquired what 
he carried /o cloſe in his Basket, ſaying ; 
Friend, if you might know what it is, [ 
ſbould not carry it ſo'cloſe covered as it is. 
Or as that- Gezeral {lighted the cariofity 
_ of his Lieutenant General, who came to ' 
know when and whither they ſhould 
march, ſaying, Sir, when the Trumpet 
| ſounds you ſhall know. | 
But above all , in this matter 'be cau- 
tious,that you truſt not a Woman's breaſt "1 
with ſuch ſecrets as thou wouldſt have ©\# 
ao Man know ; for, like Szeves, they are - ' 
rimarum plene, and can hold nothing that 
1s poured into them ; and their mouths 
can no more hold long a ſecret, than the 
can-a ſpoonfal of ſcalding Cuſtard. All 
that may be ſaid, to exeuſe a mans folly. 
- in this particular is, that we may venture 
to tell them our ſecrets , becauſe no w?/e 
man will imagine , - that he may find 
them there repoſited, unlels it be by ſome 
W 2, very 
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very Fool. The Story of Papirius Pres 
textatus, will come in here very pat to 
our Fa who being but a young Boy, 
went along with- his Father into the Se- 
zate-houſe, where many weighty Matters 
were aebated, from whence when he 
came home, his Mother (being very. cur:- 
05 and inquiſitive) took him aſide pri- 
wately, and queſtioned him, what was ſaid 
and doze there ; the Nouth, ultra etatem 
ſapiens, being wife and diſcreet ' beyond 
; - his Nears, to elude her Cariofity, and to 
keep from her the Secrets of Szate,: told 
her ; That the Sexate had concluded, that 
every Man ſhould have two Wives ; upon 
this ſhe gathered the Roman Matirons toge- 
ther, and told them what her Soz had told 
her ; who all ananimouſly went preſently 
ro the Sexate, and petitioned them, That 
ſince they had decreed, That every Man 
ſhould have two Wives ; that they wonld 
alſo make a ſecond Decree, That every 
Womasx ſhould have two Husbands : the 
Senate greatly marvelled at this ſudden 
coming of the Womer, and their Words ; 
till at length underſtanding how 1t was, 
they highly admired, and commended 


the Boy for his Wt and Secrecy ; and to . 
honour

honour him the more, admitted him 
( though but a Child ) to be a Member 
of the Houſe, It ſeems (though he was 
but a greez Touth)) that he had imbibed

'LXIX. As I would have thee ſhun 
Emvy, io likewiſe be thou ſure to avoid 
malice and hatred : he that hates another 
man 1s the Patient; he that 1s hated 1s 
the Agent , contrary to the ſound of the 
woras; for the Hater 1s in torment, the 
Hated in eaſe : ſo that nothing. 4n this 
World is ſo much to be hated as Hate it 
ſelf, 

LXX. Take heed of being vizdicas 
tive ; for this as an Impoſthume breaking 
forth, commonly /trangles and choaks a 
man with his own 6/004: the Bee might 
keep her /izg ſtill , and not live like a 
Drone, did ſhe not in her azger imploy 
_ It to exvenomn the fleſh of him that puts 
her from him. Irt is ſafer to forget an 
1njury, or /mother it, than to go about 
to avenge 1t, if it were for nothing but 
this, yet this were puniſhment enough, 
that when thou goeſt about to avenge 
thy ſelf upon any man, all ſhall be ſure 
to be /aid oper 1n Choler that can be re- 
 membered,and his Tongue ſhall caſt all thy

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' faults in thy zeerh. If he werea Friend 
thar offended thee (ſaith Sexeca) he did 
that he meant not ; if an Ezemy, he did 
but what he well might be expeded to 
have done. If a wiſe may wrong thee, 
endure Him ; if a Fool, forgive him. -Be 
_ not fo fooliſh as to waſte time in the 
purſuit of an Jgnis Fatuus , which burns 
only to /ight thee to ſome Bog or Preci- 
pice: yet becauſe thou mayſt ſay that 
forbearance will make men preſumptaons, 
and a ſecond. wrong 1s ah by di- 
gefting the firſt, therefore T anſwer, thou 
mayſt revenge wrong, but not by 46+ 
lence, but by Law. ; 
LXXI. Yet avoid going to Law as 
much as poſſibly thou canſt ; for -be thy 
Cauſe never ſo good, thou mayſt never- 
theleſs not K. 
embracing of the Fury, the ſuborning of 
falſe Witneſſes, the bribing of the Judge, 
and thoſe that are of C —_ with thee ; 
bur alſo the guickzeſs of the Wit, 'the 
 ſabtilty of the Rhetorick, and the wolu- 
. bility of the Tongue of thoſe that are 
fee'd to plead againſt thee. There wag 
a ' Lawyer that 7injuriouſly kept a poor 
man's Cow from him, wherefore he went 


y fear the packing and 
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immediately, and complained to theKzrg ; 
who having heard his Complaznt, told 
him, That he would hear what the 0- 
ther could ſay to the matter ; nay then,ſaid 
the poor Man, If you hear him ſpeak, I 
ſhall ſurely loſe my Cow; for he thought

Rhetorick of his Adverſary, would effaſ- 
cinate the King's Fars, and lead him 
which way he pleaſed. To this our 
purpoſe, it 1s worthy the Obſervation, 
which Socrates ſaid betore the Fadges in 
his own fence touching bis Accuſers ; 
& My Lords ( ſaith 4») T know not how 
« you have been aftected with mine Ac- 
& cafer*sEloquence,while you heard them 
« ſpeak; for my own part, I aſſure you, 
«That 1, whom it toucheth moſt, was 
< almoſt drawn to believe, that all they 
& ſaid , tho? againit my ſelf, was zrue, 
* when they ſcarcely utter'd oe word of 
« Truth.  v\ 

Avoid therefore I ſay, once more, the 
waging of Lav, eſpecially I would not 


have thee. go to thee Lawyer for every - 


Toy or Trifle ; for that will be to make 
him Rzch, and thy ſelf a Beggar. An ho- 
zeſt Attorney gave an intimate Friend of 
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his, that had commenced a Suit at Law 
againſt another, this Counſel (and truly 


he deſerved a good Fee for it), Make an 


end with the Lawyers , before they make an - 
end of thee. The Conrts of the Law, (faith 
my Lord Yerulam in his Eſſays) are like 
thoſe Bramble-Buſhes, whereunto while the 
Sheep fly for defence and ſuccour, they are 
ſure to loſe part of. their Fleeces. There 
is an old Story, Thar a b{zmd Man, and a 
- lame Man, went to travel together by 
the Sea-ſide ; the lame Man, who was car- 
ried on the þ/;zd Man's ſhoulders, eſpyed 
an Oyſter, which he claimed, becauſe he 
eſpyed it ; the other claimed his ſhare, be- 
cauſe he carried him to the place where 
he found it ;. the Caſe being doubtful, they 
referred it to the next Man they mer, 
who in the debating of the matter eat the 
Oyfter, and gave them the Shells, Thus 
it fareth with many who go to Law, the 
Lawyers eat the Fiſh, and give them the 
Shells ; that is, they bleed their Parſes, 
and that in a little time cures the Heat of 
their Contentions,as Phlebotomy Cures Fee 
vers and Inflammations. Yet T would 
not have thee /oſe thy Right, nor ſuffer 
thy {elf to be fooled, wronged, and cheated, 4 
: 4 —_—_ = 
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nor to let every Carrio» Crow ride upon 
thy Back, and ay out thine Eyes : and to 
the end thou thy ſelf mayſt not run into 
the Lapſe of the Law, I adviſe thee to /zve 
honeſtly, to treſpaſſ no Man wilfully, and to 
render every Man his due carefully. 
LXXII. It well becomes a Geztleman 
to make ſome Izſpedion into the Laws 
of the Land, which I adviſe thee to do; 
that. if thou beeſt commiſſionated to be 
in thy Courtry a Juſtice of the Peace, all 
thy Wiz to manage that Office may not 
lye only in -the Skull of thy Clerk : For 
as one of our modern Poets faith, 1: is 
the Clerk many times that makes the Jus 
ſtice of the Peace, Many without Skill 
. in this Particular, have run into- ver 
dangerous Premunires ; but beſides this 
will make thee know, how to ſecure thy 
Eſtate againſt thoſe who may endea-» 
vour to pick a hole in it ; He had weed 
(we lay) of a long Spoon that eats with 
_ the Devil, And yet further, this will 
diſcdyer to thee the Kpavery or Honeſty 


of thy Lawyer, in the Maragery of thy 


Law-/aits, in caſe thou be 1o unhappy 
as to be {volved in any. But I would 
not haye thee to fudy the Quirks of the 
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Law, for this may induce thee for thine 
Advantage to be a Kyave; unleſs thou 
ſtudy them meerly to' ſecure and defend 
thy {elf from rhe. Briefly, ſtudy to at- 
tain ſo much Kyowledge in the Law, as 
may ſufficiently :zform thee of thine own 
Right, but not ſo much as to make thee 
quarrelſome and contentions with thy 
Neighbor or Parſon ; for'this were to put 
a- Sword into' a Mad-may?s hand. It is 
great pity, that it 15 10 true, which once 
I heard a wiſe Man lay, That a good Laws 
ger us very ſeldom a good Neighbor. 
'LXXIII. Avoid. Dzels; there are 
ſome whoſe Fingers itch to be dipt in 
, Blood: and asamong contentions Men, it 
1s but a Word and a Writ; lo among ſwag« 
gering Heftors, it is but a Word and a 
Wound. But thou wilt ſay, I think it a 
ſtain to my Credit, and a diſgrace to my 
Name, if I ſhall not anſwer him, who 
having abuſed me in Woras, hath ſent me 
the /ength of his Sword, and from whom 
I have received a proud Challenge. To 
this I reply ; Wilt thou ſhew ſuch a baſe 
Eſteem of thy ſelf, and ſet ſo low a Rate 
| on thy L#fe, as to ſtake it for a Brawl 
and a few raſþ Words of an Exemy, and - 1 
| ye _ 
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yet wouldſt be highly eſteemed of o- 
thers ? In ſuch a caſe: be not troubled 
with a frivolous Report of Di{hozonr ; 
rathewbe prodigal of thy Reputation than 
thy Life; run not wilfully into an Acel- 
dama, into the Grave, into Hel! to be 
counted: walorors ; care not 1o much for 
the Shame of the World, as the Danger 
| of thy Body and Soul. Men of great Va- 
lour have rejected Challenges, which have 
proceeded from thoſe who have had 
more Heart than Braiz, more Head than 
Wit,and that without any Blemiſh at all 
to their Credit, When Anthony chal- 
lenged Auguſtus , he anſwered, That if 
Anthony were weary of Life, there were 
ways cough to Death belides Duelling. 
But ſay, Some will call thee a Coward ; 
yet fear not Shame ſo much as Sz : thou 
zaft but one Boay, do not adventure it 
upon the Sword of an Ezemy; bur one 
Soul, do not adventure it upon the Sword 
of God. Love a good Name, but yet 
as an Handmaid of Vertue; wooe and 
court common Fame no- further than it 
follows upon hoxe#ft Courſes, and vertuous 
Ations; and think thy ſelf but baſe, if 
thou ſhouldſt depend upon wwlgar Breath ; 
Co : which | 
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which is commonly none of the ſweete#+. 
It is as great aSymptom of a crazy Repu= 
zation, as it is of a crazy Body, to be too 
impatient upon every ſlight touch. And 
truly (methinks) 1t 15  frange, That Men 
{hould ſo eagerly purſue F/ozoer, and ſq 
hotly court her, as to vinatcate her upon 
any Man, who ſhould but touch her, 


though never ſo /iighth, with the Hazard 


both of Body and Sou/, Whilſt in their 
impious and.inhumane Duels they make 
themſelves, if they ſurvive their Azta- 
£oriſls, either liable to be haxgea, by the 
L aws of men, or to be damwad, by the Laws 
of God : or finally liable ro both, if God 
ſhew not more mercy to them, than they 
did to their Brethrer, whoſe Blood they 
fpilt in ſome vain, or, perhaps, drunkes 
Brabble.

moreover, how together with 4: thou 
haſt mzurthered, ( unleſs thou canſt pro-

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in the Execatiov. For when things are 
once come, to the Execution, there 1s no 
Secrecy comparable to Celerity. Yet mea- 
ſure not D:ſpatch by the Time, but by 
the Advancement of the Buſineſs. For 
asin Races, it 1s not the /arge ſtride or 
high lift that makes the Speed : So in Ba- 
ſineſs, the keeping cloſe to the matter, 
and not takizg of it too much at once, 
procureth diſpatch : And many times,'and 
in many things it 1s better to make more 
ſe of the Ballaſt ;than of the Sail: And 
as we ſay in the Schools, that it js eaſier 
to oppoſe than a»ſwer ; 10 *tts eaſier ro 
prevent dangers than to zarry for them, 
and better to have a good Buckley to

may join thoſe, who if they but dream 
forſooth of Eggs or Bees, they preſently 
conclude, they ſhall htear of Azger the 
zext day; or if they dream of Flowers 
or a Garden, they ſhall hear of a Funeral : 
now the Reaſon of this vain Seperſtit:- 
on, is grounded upon this, becauſe they 
take an exai# notice when they 47, but 
not when they iff, I am not 1gno- 
rant that Artimedorus, in his Ozeirocr:- 
ticks, gives us a large account of the Sig- 
nification of thoſe Dreams, which poſ- 
Jeſs our Brains in the night; but for mine 
own part, I hold them to be of no S:2»7- 
fication at all, unleſs they come by Dz- 
] VINC 
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vine-Immiſſion : of which kind ( not to 
ſpeak of thoſe which we meet with in 
Holy Writ ) I take theſe two, which I. 
ſhall now relate to be; the Jef of which 
feznifies, That God comprehends in him- 
of: all Wiſdom ; and that all Mer in the 
World are Fools : and the /ecova, That 
Divine Juſtice will not ſuffer Murther to 
90 undiſcovered. 

I. A Noble-Man of Rome dreamt, 
that he was ſitting. in the Shop of an

Corzat*s of Odcomb, 
who gives us an account where he made 
water when he was in 1ta/y, what the 
mending of his Stockings colt him there, 

and how he*hardly eſcaped the loſing of ' 
his Teſticles, with a thouſand of as mean 
Occurrences, as theſe, Let thine obſer- 
vations in thy Travels be merghty and 
_ material Yi obſerve the hamoars and cone 
ditions of thoſe Nations amongft whom 
thou ſhalt come 3 their Cuſtoms, Cere- 
monies and Religion , that ſeeing their 
Taolatry, thou mayeſt the more firmly 
ſtick to thine ow# Religion, which thou 
doſt profeſs. Next take notice of their 
Charches and Oratories, and whatſoever 
is zotable in them, their Government, 
Laws, Tudicatures, and Proceedings, a+ 
gainit Malefaffors with their dealings in 
matters of 7raffick and Commerce , their 
Caſtles, Magazines,and Diſcipline in War, 
their Ships, the commoadiouſneſs of their
